“lower, fairer, flatter and simpler." 

Flat-tax fever is sweeping the Republican Par- 
ly.' And the Senate majority leader, the early fa- 
vorite to win the Republican nomination, is only 
the latest to catch it. 

Dole, whose push for higher taxes in the 1980s 
led Newt Gingrich to tag him “the tax collector 
for the welfare state.'* now envisions a day when 
“ordinary people like you and me could fill out

C*. He isn't alone. Most, if not nil. of the Republi- 
can-presidential hopefuls want to overhaul the 
lax process 'and replace it with a far simpler one. 

It's the Republicans' newest, campaign issue 
for 1996. It's also their answer to the question 
bugging millions of Americans this income-tax- 
poying weekend: Isn't there a belter system thon 
the current one, with its burdensome record- 
keeping. complicoted forms and high cost? 

The lost time Congress reformed the tax sys- 


tem was in 1986. when numerous loopholes were 
closed and the process mode simpler 
~-'Now.~Republicans^ould-likc:to:go-furthcrr 
The pa^'s presidential hopefuls, and key con- 
gressional leaders, are proposing either u con- 
sumption tax, such 05 a national sales tax. or a 
fiat tax. in which everyone would pay the same 
rate. The new plan would replace the cuircnl pro- 
gressive system, in which people ^who make 
more pay a greater share of their income in tuxes. 

Radical tax-reform proposals have been 
around for a long time, embraced by politicians 
in both major parties. 

Since the Republican takeover of Congress, 
however, the idea of a flat tax has zoomed to new

An old man’s message 
to America: Never again 


■ The Vietnam War still clutters a lot 
of American closets. 

Maybe at your house it's a box of 
old LPs. On scratchy vinyl. Crosby. 
Stills. Nash & Young sing about Kent 
State: "... four dead in Ohio 

Or maybe it’s a smaller box. contain- 
ing posthumous medals, a bundle of 
letters and a photograph, the face 
frozen impossibly, tragically young. 

- Vietnam hongs over America today, 
much ihc Way Gettysburg hung over 
an earlier generation. And the publica- 
tion of Robert McNamara’s apologetic 
memoir reminds us that, 20 years after 
,thc fall of Saigon, we still have not rec- 
onciled the schism that Vietnam 
opened in American society. 

“In Reirospccf’ is the former defense 
secretary’s admis.sipn that the war was 
a terrible mistake. He reveals that he 
harbored grave doubts as early as 
■ 1 961; he confc.sses that 4ie and the oth- 
er leaders who drew America into the • 
war didn’t really understand the situa- 
tion. 

“We were confronting problems for 
which there were no ready, or good an- 
swers.” McNamara writes. “I fear that, 
in such circumstances, -governments---., 
and indeed, most people - tend to slick 
their heads in the sand. It may help to 
explain, but it certainly docs not ex- 
cuse, our behavior." 

— This-extraordinary admission glad---- 
dens former war protesters such as 
President Clinton, who declared Friday 
that the book vindicated his opposition 
to an unjust war. But it also renews the 
pain of those who sacrificed their 
youth, their limbs or their loved ones 
in a patriotic cause. 

McNamara's confession reopens the 
great unhealed wound of Vietnam. If 
Clinton and other opponents of the war 
were right all along, were those who 
served in the war wrong? Was their 
sacrifice a'n immoral waste? Converse- 
ly, if those who fought in the war were 


right, were those who-opposed it 
traitors, as some people still insist? 

Neither conclusion is helpful. If 
there is ever to be a resolution to Vie^ • 
nam in our nation’s soul, it will not 
come through debate, but through mu- 
tual forgiveness arfd acceptance. 

. If we acknowledge that the war was 
a horrible national mistake, "we niust 
also acknowledge that those who 
fought and died there did so honorably. 
Yet, while-honoring -the nomas on that_ 
famous Washington wall, we must ac- 
knowledge that the war protesters also 
served their own variety of patriotism. 

Drawing such fine distinctions is not 
easy, and it probably is impossible 
while we still harbor bitterness toward 
one another. 

Our nation is, unfortunately, a long 
way from reconciliation. The epithet of 
“draft dodger” will ring in Clinton’s 
ears os long as he stays in public life. 
And now we learn (hat if Gen. Colin 
Powell criters the presidential race, he 
may have to answer for his alleged 
failure to uncover the My Lai massacre 
while a young officer. 

Some of that kind of discussion c^iv’t 
. bc.avoidcd._Evcn if .we. agree totoh 
ate our past disagreements about Viet- 
nam, individuals in public life will al- 
ways be accountable for their personal 
actions during those years. Clinton’s 
-political-problem is not-his opposition 
to the war. but the cynical and manipu- 
lative way he avoided service. 

McNamara’s book cannot erase the 
Vietnam memory, but it at least clari- 
fies the lc.s.sons of that painful experi- 
ence. It reminds our leaders that they • 
must never again commit us to a ven- 
ture that blindly gambles our nation’s 
pride, our young men's blood and our 
people’s cohcsivcncss of spirit. 

By unburdening his soul in this way, 
McNamara surely has earned the per- 
sonal peace he seeks. We can only 
wish the same blessing for America.

I read with some interest Tlmrsday'.s edi- 
torial on the Slate of the American judicial 
system as it is being played out on the tele- 
visions of America in the O.J. SimpSon ease. 
To paraphrase Winston Churchill's com- 
ments about democracy, our justice system 
"is the worst system ever invented - except 
for all the rest." 

As the editorial recognized, lawyers share 
much responsibility for iht disrepute which 
plagues our system of justice. But the over- 
all system is. after all, merely an expression 
of our "govemmern of the people and by the 
people.” This system mirrors what we arc, 
what we will tolerate, and what we support. 

As the chief law enforcement officer in 
Twin Falls County, I can assure you thal tho- 
criminnl justice system in this comer of the 
world continues to function much more effi- 
ciently than that presided over by Judg< Ito. 
Here, capable lawyers on both sides of the 
bar work not just for the wealthy, but also 
for those who cannot afford private repre- 
sentation. My view is that, while the sy.stcm 
is not perfect, the playing field remains 
much more level here than what we see on 
television from California. 

The editorial is correct in concluding that 
lawyers arc simply agents of our society. 



For some time now the "law,” rather than 
our sy.sicm of justice, has been under attack. 
The law should stand for what is right and 
just, but, as John F. Kennedy stated over 30 
years ago. "blight has descended ... begin- 
ning in Washington and seeping into every 
comer of America ... in the confusion be- 
tween what is legal and what is right." 

— What is “Icgnr doesn't equal what is right 
anymore. Too often it is possible to make two 
plus two equal five, or even 5 million in a le- 
gal That is a tragedy that we all. not just 
lawycfy. must take responsibility for. The law, 
it has bcbqwid, is not the private property of 
lawyers, noNis justice the exclusive province 
of judges and^Qcs. In the final analysis, true 
justice is not a mattej^gljcourts and law books, 
but of a’commitmcht in each of us to liberty 
and mutual respect 

Commitment in each of us is not a new 
concept. Abraham Lincoln taught that re- 


spect for the law is a foundational principle 
to the liberty we claim by right as citizens of 
this nation: "Let reverence of the law be 
breathed by every mother to the lisping babe 
... Let it be taught in schools, ... seminaries, 
and colleges: let it be written in primers, 
spelling books and almanacs; let it be ■ 
preached from pulpits, and proclaimed in 
legislative halls, and enforced in courts of 
justice: let it become the political religion of 
the nation." 

If reverence for the law was, in Lincoln’s 
vision, to be a political religion, there is no 
doubt that today we arc, in large measure, a 
nation of unbelievers. If anything good may 
come of the Simpson trial, it will be the 
reawakening of our citizens to their obliga- 
tion to insure that the justice system is truly, 
"of. by and for the people." 

If viewing (his spectacle leads to positive 
change, we will have benefitted from^hc ex- 
perience. If not, we all must accept rc.sponsi- 
bility for (he fact that (he system is but a 
mirror of society, which if left cracked, will 
eventually become useless as a means to 
protect us all.

Document fails to serve Arco 

A document from the Idaho Water Resources 
Research Institute dated November 1991 out-^ 
lincs'thc groundwater pumping impacts on sur- 
face water irrigation diversions from Big Lost 
River. 

This document admits that the demise of 
Lower Big Lost River is due to the expansion in 
fann activities from the original plan of 23,000 
acres, at the time of the buyout of the Utah 
Construction Co. in 1935, to the now 75,000 
acres as reported by the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture office in Arco. which was made 
possible mainly by increased groundwater 
pumping. It also states that the additional water 
use has resulted in diminishing river flows, in 
turn providin^less water for diversion by sur- 
face water irrigators possessing generally senior 
water, right priorities. 

It fails, however, to report that the conse- 
quences in the Big Lost River Valley arc so se- 
rious that it has turned Lower Big Lost River 
into a wasteland and totally ruined its ecosys- 
tem. along witli inanyJando.vvncre.asw.cll.os the., 
city of Arco, aipng iis bonks. It also fails to note 
that this expansion was approved by the IDWR, 
despite proic.sts, without any kind of circuit 
breakers to protect senior water right {trioritics, 
or the common sense to avoid destroying the 
environment and the river's ecosystem. 

This document ignores everyone and every-

An old man’s message 
to America: Never again 



The Vicjftam War still clutters a lot 
of American closets. 

Maybe at your house it’s a box of 
old LPs. On scratchy vinyl, Crosby, 
Stills. Nash & Young sing about Kent 
State: four dead in Ohiff ',...” 

Or maybe it’s a .smaller box, contain- 
ing posthumous medals, a bundle of 
letters and a photograph, the face 
frozen impossibly, tragically young. 

Vietnam hangs over America today 
much the way Gettysburg hui)g over 
an earlier generation.., And the publica- 


■'memoir reminds us that, 20 years after 
the fall of Saigon, we still have not rec- 
onciled the schism that Vietnam 
opened in American society. 

“In Retrospect" is the former defense 
_sccretary’s admi.ssion that the war was 
a terrible mistake. He reveals that he 
harbored grave doubts as early as 
1961; he confesses that he and the oth- 
er leaders who drew America into the 
war didn't really understand the situa- 
tion. 

“Wc were confronting problems for 
which there were no ready, or good an- 
swers." McNamara writes. "I fear that. 
— in-such-circumsianccs, govcmmcnls.- 
and indeed, most people - tend to stick 
their heads in the sand. It may help to 
explain, but it certainly docs not ex- 
cuse, our behavior." 

This extraordinary admission glad- 
dens former war protesters such as 
President Clinton, who declared Friday 
that the book vindicated his opposition 
fo anunjust war; j3ui it also renews thc- 
pain of those who sacrificed their 
■youth, their limbs or their loved ones 
in a patriotic cause. 

McNamara's confession reopens the 
great unhealed wound of Vietnam. If 
Clinton and other opponents of the war , 
were right all along, were those who 
served in the war wrong? Was their 
sacrifice an immoral waste? Converse- 
ly, if those who fought in the war were 


right, were those who opposed it • 
tniilors. as some people still insist? 

Neither conclusion is helpful. If 
there is ever to be a resolution to Viet- 
nam in our nation’s soul, it will not 
come through debate, but through mu- 
tual forgiveness and acceptance. 

If wc acknowledge that the war was 
a horrible national mistake, we must 
also acknowledge that those who 
fought and died there did so honorably. 
Yet, white honoring the names on that 
famous Washington wall, wc must ac- 


served their own variety of patriotism. 

Drawing such fine distinctions is not 
easy, and it probably is impossible 
while wc still harbor bitterness toward 
one another. 

' Our nation is, unfortunately, a long 
way from reconciliation. The epithet of 
“draft dodger” will ring in Clinton’s 
cars as long as he stays in. public life. 
And now wc Icam that if Gen. Colin , 
Powell enters the presidential race, he 
may have to answer for his alleged 
failure to uncover the My Lai massacre 
while a young oftlccr. 

Some of that kind of discussion can't 
be avoided. -Even. if_wc.agrcc_lo_tolcrt. _ 
ate our past disagreements about Viet- 
nam, individuals in public life will al- 
ways be accountable for their personal 
actions during those years. Clinton’s 
political problem is not his opposition 
to the war, but the cynical and manipu- 
lative way he avoided service. 

McNamara’s book cannot erase the 
Vietnam memory, but it at least clari- 
fies the lessons of that painful experi- 
ence. It reminds our leaders that they 
musl-ncvcr again commit us to a ven- 
ture that* blindly gambles our nation’s 
pride, our young men’s blood and our 
. people’s cohcsivcncss of spirit. 

By unburdening his soul in this way, 
McNamara surely has earned the per- 
sonal peace he seeks. We'ean only " 
wish the same blessing for America.

But the over- 
all system is. ofterall, merely an expression 
of our "government of the people and by the 
people." This system mirrors what wc .ire, 
what wc will lolcraie, and what wc .support. 

As the chief law enforcement officer in 
Twin Falls County. I can assure you that the 
criminal justice system in this comer of the 
world continues to function much more effi- 
ciently than that presided over by Judge llo. 
Here, capable lawyers on both sides of the 
bar work not just for the wealthy, but also 
for those who cannot afford private repre- 
sentation. My view is that, while the system 
is not perfect, the playing field remains 
much more level here than what wc see on 
television from California.- ' -

For some time now the “law." rather than 
our system of justice, has been under attack. 
The law should stand for what is right and 
just, but, as John F. Kennedy staled over 30 
years ago, "blight ha.s descended ... begin- . 
■ling in Washington and seeping into every 
comer of America ... in the confusion be- 
tween what is legal and what is riglit." 

What is “legal" doesn't equal what is right 
anymore. Too often it is possible to make two 
plus two equal five, or even 5 million in a le- 
gal sense. That is a tragedy that wcall. not just 
lawyers, mast take respoasibility for. The law. 
it has been said, is not the private property of 
lawyers, nor is justice the exclusive province 
ofjudgcs and juries. In tlic final analysis, true 
justice is not a matter of courts and law books, 
but of a commitment in each of us to liberty 
-and mutual respect. 

Commitment in each of us is not a new 
concept. Abraham Lincoln taught that re- 


spect for the law is a foundational principle 
to the liberty we elaiin by right as citizens of 
this nation: “Let reverence of the law be 
breathed by every mother to the lisping babe 
... Let it be taught in schools, ... .seminaries, 
and colleges: let it be written in primers, 
spelling books and almanacs; let it be 
preached from pulpits, and proclaimed in 
legislative halls, and enforced in courts of 
justice; let it become the political religion of 
the nation." 

If reverence for the Taw was, in Lincoln’s 
vision, to be a political religion, there is no 
doubt that today we arc, in large measure, a 
nation of unbelievers. If anything good may 
come of the Simpson trial, it will be the 
reawakening of our citizens to their obliga- 
tion to insure that the justice system is truly, 
“of. by and for the people." 

If viewing this spectacle leads to positive 
change, wc will have benefftred from the ex- 
perience. If not. we all mu.st accept responsi- 
bility for the fact that the .system is but a 
mirror of society, which iflcft cracked, will,, 
eventually become useless as a means to 
protect us all.

Document fails to serve Arco 

A document from the Idaho Water Resources 
Research Institute dated November 1991 out- 
lines the groundwater pumping impacts on sur- 
face water irrigation diversions from Big Lost 
River. 

This document admits that the demise of 
Lower Big Lost River is due to the expansion in 
fnnn activities from the original plan of 23,000 
acres, at the time of the buyout of the Utah 
Conslruclion Co, in 1935, to the now 75,000 
acres as reported by the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture office in .Arco, which was made 
possible mainly by increased groJiidwaier 
pumpmg'.'Ii'also''siates iliar'ihc'nddiriorvil'w-atcr' ■ 
use ha.s resulted in diminishing river flows, in' 
mm providing less water for diversion by sur- 
face water irrigators possessing generally senior 
water right priorities, 

It fails, however, to report tJiat the conse- 
quences in. the Oig L,ost River Valley are so se- 
rious that it has turned Lower Big Lost River 
into a wa.stcland and toialjv niin^ its ecosys- 
tem. along with many landowners os well as the 
city of Arco. along its banks. It also fails to note 
that this expansion wus approved by the IDWR, 
despite protests, without any kind of circuit 
breakers to protect senior water riglii (irioritics, 
or the common sense to avoid destroying the 
enviromnimt and the river’s wosystem. ^ 

This docutrierii ignorijs’evetyone and evefy- 
thing except irrigators and shows the total disre- 
gard by the IDWR for common sense as well as 
upholding and enforcing our laws that will 
stand constitutional scrutiny. There is no inen-._ 
tfon in this document about enforcing our water 
Haws. Slopping ,illiiHegtd,u,ses-ofwatCT in J^Jio 
would go a long wa^ in the repairing of our wa- 
ter resources.

cows, calves and heifers. 

In addition to the odor, some 
neighbors complain about increased 
levels of dust, flies and noise since 
Hafliger storted up in 1988. They 
-contend-the-aroa’s-water-table.has- 
dropped - as Hafliger's cows- con- 
vert water to milk and by-products - 
while groundwater pollutants have 
mcreased: 

“If 1 had a choice, I wouldn’t live 
there now,” said Jim Atkins, a 34- 
ycar-old farmer who has lived in the 
area all his life. 

Hafliger, who came to Idoho from 
San Jacinto, Calif., said he's living 
hard to be a good neighbor.ana run 
one of Idaho's biggest dairies in the 
black. If unhappy neighbors would 
tell him what the^ want, Hafliger 
vowed he’ll do his best to satisfy 
them. 

“If there’s a problem, I’m the first 
to wont to fix it.” 

Some of Hafliger’s neighbors ore 
upset with him, but they ec^ually 
upset about the lack of regulations - 
particularly at the county level > to 
safeguard their quality of- life. The 
area is zoned for agricultural use, 
but they insih big dairies are indus- 
trial - not agricultural operations. . 

’’As a county, we’re looking for 
short-term rewards - but'we’re 
going to have long-term problems," 
said Darcy Thoroborrow, who lives 
a third of a mile from the dairy. 

’’Most of us ore not complalners 
by nature,” said Thomborrow, who 
has lived in her home for 18 years. 
“We have an emotional attachment 
to the land we live on.” •

Idaho’s Crapo 
says term limits 
would hurt state 

BOISE (AP) — Id^'o Rep. Mike 
Crapo says unless all states ore gov- 
ern^ by the same congressional term 
limit laws, (hey are of little use to 
states such as Idaho. 

"A state like Idaho would be seri- 
ously disadvantaged if it put term 
limits on and other states didn't,” he 
said. 

In November, Idaho, voters 
favored a term limit law by 
234,703-160.748. nearly 60 per- 
cent. Among other things, the new. 
law limits congressmen to serving 
six years out of thc'previous~lT- 
years. A congressman who exceed- 
■ cd the term limircould run again,'" 
but only as a write-in. . 

”1 don’t think a six-year torn is the 
right amount,” he said Friday. He also 
opposes the Idaho term limit law 
because it imposes limits on local 
officials. 

Crapo, an Idaho Falls Jawyer and 
state senator before being elected to 
Cong'rtfsTm 1992, said the courts 
have ruled against term limits on 
membets of Congress.

Accordingly, as rumor piled on 
rumor this week that Aum was plan- 
ning something horrible for April 15 
in Tokyo, the city set up its defenses 
with no margin forerror. 

Thousands of police manned the 
streets all day, searching taxicab 
trunks and pedestrians’ handbags. Jn 
some train stations, coin lockers and 
trash cans were taped shut. Airport- 
like security checks were estab- 
lished at the entrances to some 
indoor-stadiums and concert halls. 

The strongest police presence was 
.seen at Shinjuku, a crowded down- 
town neighborhood known for big 
department stores, tall office build- 
ings and a famous red-light district.

Iraq denounces U.N. offer for limited oil sale

AMMAN, Jordan — Iraqi leaders 
Saturday harshly denounced a U.N. 
Security Council resolution allowing 
the sale of about S2 billion in oil by 
Iraq over six months to pay for medi- 
cines and other humanitarian goods, 

After meeting with President 
Saddam Hussein, Iraq's ruling 
Revolutionary Command Council 
described the proposal as an 
"American project that is more harm- 
ful and more dangerous” than similar 
proposals mode previously by the 
United Nations and rejected by Iraq, 
according to news service reports. The 
council asserted that Fridoy’s olTcr 
was merely an attempt by the United 
Nations to avoid lifting the full range 
of'Sanctions' placed on Iraq after the‘ 
1991 Persian Gulf War and was aimed 
at undermining the .steadfastness of 
the Iraqi people. 

Oftlcial newspapers urged Iraqis to 
arm themselves with "patience,” and

The trend toward global business 
and the growing diversity of 
employees within companies have 
challenged ideas about how a com- 
pany^should operate. 

"Previously, one could assume 
that everyone knew everyone else , 
and understood the code," said 
James Kuhn, a management pro- 
fessor at Columbia Business 
School. "Today you can’t assume a 
common background." 

Furthermore, employers are now ’ 
able to quantify the savings a good 
ethics program con bring. 

In late 1991, the'U.S. Sentencing 
Commission set new federal sen- 
tencing guidelines. Now, if compa- 
nies can show thc)[ have cooperat- 
ed with investigations into an in- 
house problem and con show a 
-sirong-cthies-and-compliance-pro-— 
gram, federal judges must take that 
into account when issuing sen- 
tences for corporate wrongdoing. 

Legal.standards generally .are 
tougher these days,_ivilh_enforcc- 
ment stricter in many areas includ- 
ing the environment and work- 
place-rplated concerns. 

-“Corporations are beginning to., 
realize ethics initiatives can help 
reduce risk and limit liability," said 
W. Michael Hoffman, cxecujive 
director of the Ethics Officers’ 
Association, which is affiliated with 
the Center for Business Ethics at 
Bentley College in Waltham, Mass. 

But, he said, companies also are 
beginning to recognize that a 
strong ethics program can be good 
for business in other ways, includ- 
ing attracting and retaining the best 
work force. "Employees feel good 
about working for a company that 
is trying to do the' right thing," 
HofTman said. 

The sense that a company is 
behaving ethically can also trans- 
late into improved productivity and 
better product quality, he said. 

Ill tnany cases, ethical bchavior_has_ 
become an imperatWe. A bettcr- 
infonned public may resist investing 
-in or buying products from compa- 
nies with damaged reputations, said 
Harvard Business School Professor 
Lynn Sharp Paine. 

Many company owners and 
executives prefer doing business

Chan, who^qsed hjs.rcscorch on 
government statistics, said he 
doesn’t have enough information 
about last year’s marriage rate to 
predict how it will affect the econo- 
my in 1995.

sion. Chon suggested. While the 
“marriage cffcci” isn’t significant 
enough to prevent a recession — 
which many economist^ believe 
will hit in 1996 or 1997 — it could 
spell the difference between a 
-severe downturn and a mild one, 
he said. - 

Other economists weren’t so 
sure. Ned Hill, an economics and 
urban studies professor at 
Cleveland State University, said 
optimism about the economy oficn 
prompts couples to get married, 
thus triggering the round of spend- 
ing associated with marriages. But 
he added that the reverse is also 
true. 

“If they think the economy is in' 
the dumper and their job prospects 
are risky, they’ll delay,” he said. 

Hill acknowledged that mar- 
riage-related spending tends to last 
for about 18 months after the wed- 
ding but said he doesn't believe the 
lag is significant cnODgh'to offset a 
slowdown in the economy. 

"It (the marriage rate) is just 
another coincident aspeet of the 
business cycle," he said. “All it 
says is that sofa sales and dinette 
sales move with the ecohomie 
expansion."' 

Chan acknowledged that the 
marriage rate tends to go up when 
the cconomy_is healthy .However, 
he said his research suggests that a 
big increase in the marriage rate 
can stretch out an economic expan- 
sion. 

"When the economy is doing 
well and all of a sudden there is a 
big surge in marriages, the econo- 
my will 'be even better next year," 
he said.

Leave it to conventional wisdom 
to be wrong. 

Two months ago, the Federal 
Reserve raised short-term interest 
rales for the seventh time in a year. 
Depending on your economic phi- 
losophy, you saw that os good news 
the Fed standing tough*agalns( 
inflation — or bad news — Alan 
Greenspan determined to kill the 
economic recovery. 

One thing seemed certain though: 
Rates would rise on eyetyihing from, 
mortgages to car loans to credit 
cards. Banks notched up their prin^' 
rates to 9 percent from 8.5 percent. 
Life on an installment plan was 
going to cost more for everyone. ., 

Wrong. 

While rates did go up on short- 
term loans, they've actually gone 
down since the February rate hike 
for long-term, fixed-rate mortgages. 

A notional survey rclcoscd 
Thursday by the Federal Home Loan 
Mortgage iforp. pegged the average 
rate for a 30-yeor' fixed-rate home 
loan at 8.37 percent, down from 8.41 
percent the week before. ' 

That was the lowest since June 16, 
when the average carhc in at 8.33 
percent. (The survey rotes don’t 
include add-on fees, known as 
points.) 

Why did long-term mortgage rates 
decline even as the Fed urged rotes 
higher? The onswer lies in how the 




rates are determined. The Federal 
Reserve governors have much more 
power to pull the levers on short- 
term rates than they do long-term 
rates. 

Rates on long-term products, 
including fixed-rate mortgages, are 
set more directly by the notion’s 
bond markets. Bond traders think 
long-term because they worry con- 
stantly about the effects of inflation 
on the value of their holdings.-

Groundbreaking for their memori- 
al is scheduled for.Junc, with dedi- 
cation expected about two years 
later.

DR. BARBARA BARLOW STILL RECALLS THE 
4-ycar-old boy who arrived oi Harlem Hospital Center 
20 years ago. soon after she had been appointed chief 
of pediatric .surgery. "He tumbled head-first out a 
fourth-floor window while his mother went to answer 


the phone," .she told me. “Multiple fractures. Brain 
dead. An only child. It was ju.st so incredibly sad." 

Dr. Barlow was then treating an avefttge of one 
dozen children annually wbo’d fallen from windows. 
"I only saw kids who were still breathing." said Bar- 




low. "Others had been taken directly to the morgue.’ 

Convinced that "prevention i.s better than sewing 
them up." Dr. Barlow decided to get involved. She: 
knew that iastulling inexpensive window gales would 
remedy the problem and that a new law required' 
New York City landlords to install the guards upon 
request. But compliance was spotty, so Barlow put 
her energy into a campaign, staned by.the.chyY 
health department, called "Children Can’t Ry.^ 
Harlem students acted out dramas about window 
falls. They were sent home from hospital clinics with 
window-guard request forms. At the culmination of 
the campaign. "Children Can't Ry**^ balloons were 
tied to window gates all over Harlem. 

The result? li^t year. Dr. Barlow treated only one 
window-full victim. 

If window falls could be so decisively reduced by 
attacking root causes. rea.soned Dr. Barlow, why not 
also the other kinds of trauma Injuries to Harlem's 
children? Through the mid'I980ff. they were being 
hurt ut u rate that was double the national average. 
Now. thanks to the lnjury Prevention Program that 
Dr. Barlow established in 1988, admissions of chil- 
dren with trauma injuries to-Horlem Hospital have 
been reduced by 44 percent. 

Dr. Bariow first focused on Harlem's dir^ and dan- 
gerous playgrounds. Emergency-room ft"?" showed 
that they caus^ many injuries. To help uj^rade the 
playgrounds, she pcxsindcd the nonprofit RobenWnd 
Johnson Foundation of Princeton, NJ.Vlo provide'a 
S240.000 grant. ("A very untraditiond use for our 
money in tcrm.s of health care," Mm it trd Mi chae] 
Beachl<^ program ofliccir for the’fouridatiwC) 

Though she was outwardly confident. Dt Bariow rc- 
mcmbeiN "lying awake all night and thinking, ‘What 
if we can’t get anyone to fix ih^ playgrounds?’” But 
it turned out Barlow could put people togetheras well 
as bodies. With the cooperation of dor schools 

and volunteer groups (she calls her own role “coalitioo- 
building"). more than a dozen pliQrgrouods were made 
safer. Metal .swings — which too often snffShH into 
children, sometimes fracturing sdmllfr--were ri^laced' 
by soft rubber ones. Broken climbing bars with jagged 
poinR also were n^laced Padeed asphalt, which so eas- 
ily trif^ da.shing feet, yielded K) rubberized surfeces. 
Graffiti-strewn walls were painted over with cheerful 
murals by schoolchildren. Rve entirely liew play- 
grouTKls with Harlem motifs were created.

So "Safety 
City." a course for ihird*grader$ on 
how to be a safe pedestrian, is port of 
the Ii\jury Prevention Program' (aided 
by the city's department of irans* 
portation). Another pan of the progi^ 
is the Urban Youth Bike .Corps, which 
provides helmcLs bicycle-repair 
instruction, wl^ile the .KISS (Kids. 
Injuries and Street Smarts) project ed- 
ucates teens about gun violence. 

So varied ha.s the Injury Prevention 
Program become that it’s easy, to os*. 
. ^ume Dr. Barlow has little time leftfor 
old-fashioned doctoring. That would 
be a mistake. She still takes a'tum of 
duty every fourth night, though, os a 
department chief, she_d.oesn't ha>^c to. 

Dr. Barlow's pioneering program is 
now going national, thanks to a new 
Sl.l million grant from the Robert 
Wood Jc^nson Foundation. Pittsburgh. 
Chicago and Kansas City, Mo., are the 
first cities to replicate it. At Harlem 
Hospital, meanwhilov the surest sign 
of the continuing downward trend in 
trauma injuries is a dark comerofthe 
pediatric ward. “We used to have pa- 
tients hanging on*- the rafters when I 
first came here." said Dr. Barlow. 
“Now Tvc-closed off six beds. We 
don’t need them anymore." ii

While the data 
do n«F prove 
that sugar is 
the cause of 
hyperactivity, 
researchers 
did make 
general dietary 
recommendations, which I endorse. But 
first, some fpodiscicnce basics: All the 
foods we cat break down into glucose 
{blood sugar). After a meal, the level 
of sugar in the bloodstream rises, 
depending on the type and amount of 
fo^ you have eaten. To get the blood 
sugar ‘back” tohonnal, ih’iTbOdy 
releases insulin. What's key is that 
different foods metabolize quicker 
than others. Simple carbohydrates, also 
called simple sugars (such as sodi-s. ' . . 

juices and candy), metabolize quickest, . 
followed by complex carbohydnifes 
(btead-s. rice. Icgumts). proteias (meals, 

- poultry , fish, cheese) and, fin al ly, fats 
{nuts and oils). When you cut sugar 
alone. It quickly elevates the blo^- 
sugnr level, which often causes the ' 
body to overproduce insulin, resulting - 
in a low blot^-sugur level. This sets 
off the body’s alarm mechanism, 
releasing adrenaline, which brings the - 
blood'Sugor level back to normal.
